An Act to provide for the taking over , in the public interest , of the 

management of the undertakings of certain companies , pending 
nationalisation of such undertakings , with a view to ensuring the 
supply of certain varieties of cloth needed by the weaker sections 
of the community as also by the Defence Department and for 
matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 
WHEREAS Laxmirattan Cotton Mills Company Limited were engaged 
in the production ( besides coarse and medium varieties of cloth needed 
by the weaker sections of the community ) of canvas and dosuti which 
is needed by the Defence Department ; 

AND WHEREAS the closure of the Laxmirattan Cotton Mills Company 
Limited has prejudicially affected the supply of canvas and dosuti to the 
Defence Department; 

AND WHEREAS the Atherton West and Company Limited were mainly 
engaged in the production of coarse and medium varieties of cloth needed 
by the weaker sections of the community ;

AND WHEREAS it is necessary in the interests of the general public 
that the undertakings of the two companies aforesaid should be re 
started , so that the production of the needed varieties of cloth may be 
continued ; 


BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I

1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Laxmirattan and Atherton West 
Cotton Mills ( Taking Over of Management ) Act, 1976 . 


( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 19th day of

( a ) " appointed day " means the 19th day of July , 1976 ;

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CHAPTER II 
TAKING OVER OF THE MANAGEMENT OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF THE TWO

3 . (1) On and from the appointed day, the management of the under

(2) The undertakings of each of the two companies shall be deemed panles to 
to include all assets, rights, leaseholds, powers, authorities and privileges ,

and all property , movable and immovable , including lands, buildings, 
works, workshops, projects, stores, spares, instruments, machinery , equipment. 
ment, automobiles and other vehicles, cash balances , reserve fund, in 
vestments and book debts and all other rights and interests arising out 
of such property as were , immediately before the appointed day, in the 
ownership , possession , power or control of the concerned company, whe 
ther within or without India , and all books of account, registers, and all 
other documents of whatever nature relating thereto .

(3 ) Any contract, whether express or implied , or other arrangement, 
in so far as it relates to the management of the business and affairs of 
either of the two companies in relation to its undertakings, and in force 
immediately before the appointed day, shall be deemed to have terminat 
ed on the appointed day . 


( 4) All persons in charge of the management, including persons hold 
ing offices as directors, managers or any other managerial personnel of 
either of the two companies, immediately before the appointed day , shall 
be deemed to have vacated their offices as such on the appointed day. 


(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time 
being in force, no person in respect of whom any contract of management 
or other arrangement is terminated by reason of the provisions contained 
in sub -section ( 3), or who ceases to hold any office by reason of the provi 
sions contained in sub -section (4 ), shall be entitled to claim any com 
pensation for the premature termination of the contract of management 
or other arrangement or for the loss of office, as the case may be . 


(6 ) Notwiihstanding any judgment, decree or order of any court, 
tribunal or other authority or anything contained in any other law ( other 
than this Act) for the time being in force , every Receiver or other 
person in whose possession or custody or under whose contro ] any under 
taking of either of the two companies or any part thereof may be im 
mediately before the appointed day , shall , on the commencement of this 
Act, deliver possession of the said undertaking or such part thereof, 
as the case may be , to the Custodian , where no Custodian has been 
appointed , to such other person as the Central Government may direct . 


(7 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that any liability 
incurred by either of the two companies in relation to its undertakings 
before the appointed day shall be enforceable against the concerned 
company and not against the Central Government or the Custodian . 
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Custodlan 4 . ( 1) The Central Government may , as soon as it is convenient 
of the two administratively so to do, appoint any person or body of persons 
companies. ( including a Government company , whether in existence at the com 

niencement of this Act or incorporated thereafter ) as the Custodian 
of the undertakings of either, or both , of the two companies for the 
purpose of carrying on the management of such undertakings and the 
Custodian so appointed shall carry on the management of the undertakings 
of the two companies for and on behalf of the Central Government. 


( 2 ) On the appointment of the Custodian under sub -section ( 1) , the 
management of the undertakings of the two companies shall vest in such 
Custodian and all persons in charge of the management of such under 
takings immediately before such appointment shall cease to be in charge 
of such management and shall be bound to deliver such management 
to the Custodian . 


( 3 ) The Central Government may , by notification , authorise the Custo 
dian to appoint any person ( including a Government company , whether 
in existence at the commencement of this Act or incorporated thereafter ) 
as the Additional Custodian of the undertakings of either , or both , of the 
two companies . 


(4 ) The Additional Custodian shall assist the Custodian in the 
exercise of his or its powers and duties under this Act and shall 
function under the direction , supervision and control of the Custodian ; 
and the Custodian may delegate to the Additional Custodian all or such of 
- his or its powers as he or it may think fit. 


( 5 ) Subject to any general or special direction given or condition im 
posed by the Custodian , any person authorised by the Custodian to ex 
ercise any power may exercise that power in the same manner and with 
the same effect as if it had been conferred on that person directly by 
this Act and not by way of authorisation , 


(6 ) The Central Government may issue such directions (including 
directions as to initiating, defending or continuing any legal proceedings 
before any court, tribunal or other authority ) to the Custodian as to his 
or its powers and duties as the Central Government deems to be desir 
able in the circumstances of the case , and the Custodian may also apply 
to the Central Government at any time for instructions as to the manner 
in which he or it shall conduct the management of the undertakings of 
either , or both , of the two companies or in relation to any other matter 
arising in the course of such management.

( 7 ) Subject to the other provisions of this Act and the control of the 
Central Government, the Custodian shall be entitled , notwithstanding 
anything contained in the Companies Act, 1956 , to exercise all the powers 
of the Board of directors of the two companies ( including the power to 
dispose of any properties or assets of the two companies ) whether 
such powers are derived from the Companies Act, 1956 , or from the 
memorandun and articles of association of the concerned company or 
from any other source . 
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(8 ) Every person having possession , custody or control of any pro 
perty forming part of any undertaking of either of the two companies 
shall deliver forthwith such property to the Custodian or to any officer 
or other employee of the Central Government or the Custodian , as may 
be authorised by the Central Government in this behalf. 


(9 ) Any person who , on the appointed day , has in his possession or 
under his control any books , papers or other documents relating to the 
undertakings of either, or both , of the two companies, including the 
minutes books containing the resolutions of the persons in charge of 
the management thereol before the appointed day , the current cheque 
books relating to the undertakings of such company, any letters , memo 
randa, notes or other communications between him and such company 
shall, notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time 
being in force , be liable to account for the books, papers and other docu 
ments (including such minutes books , cheque books, letters, memoranda , 
notes or other communications) to the Custodian and shall deliver them 
up to the Custodian or to any such person (being an oſcer or other em 
ployee of the Central Government or the Custodian ) as may be authoris 
ed by the Central Government in this behalf . 


(10 ) Every person in charge of the management of the undertakings 
of either of the two companies immediately before the appointed day 
shall, within ten days from that day or within such further period as the 
Central Government may allow in this behalf, furnish to the Custodian 
a complete inventory of all the properties and assets (including parti 
culars of book debts and investments and belongings) forming part of 
the undertakings of such company immediately before the appointed day 
and of all the liabilities and obligations of such company in relation to its 
undertakings, subsisting immediately before that day , and also of all 
agreements entered into by such company in relation to its undertakings 
and in force immediately before that day . 


(11) The Custodian and the Additional Custodian shall receive from 
the funds of the undertakings of each of the two companies such re 
muneration as the Central Government may fix . 


5 . ( 1) Each of the two companies shall be given by the Central Gov - Payment 
ernment an amount, in cash , and at the rate specified in sub - section ( 2 ) , of amount. 
for the vesting in it, under section 3 , of the management of the under 
takings of each such company . 


( 2 ) For every month during which the management of the under 
takings of each of the two companies remains Vested in the Central 
Government under this Act, the amount, referred to in sub - section ( 1) , 
shall be computed at the rate of 


(a ) rupees ten thousand per annum in the case of Laxmirattan 
Cotton Mills Company Limited ; and 


(b ) rupees eight thousand per annum in the case of Atherton 
West and Company Limited , 
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CHAPTER III

6 . ( 1) The Central Government may , if satisfied , in relation to any 
undertaking of either of the two companies or any part thereof, the 
management of which has vested in it under this Act, that it is 
necessary so to do in the interests of the general public with a view to 
preventing any fall in the volume of production of such undertaking , by 
notification , declare that, 

(a ) all or any of the enactments specified in the Schedule shall 
not apply or shall apply with such adaptations, whether by way of 
modification , addition or omission (which does not, however, affect 
the policy of the said enactments ) to such undertaking as may be 
specified in such notification , or 

(b ) the operation of all or any of the contracts , assurances of 
property , agreements, settlements , awards, standing orders or other 
instruments in force ( to which such undertaking or the company 
owning such undertaking is a party or which may be applicable to 
such undertaking or company) immediately before the date of issue 
of the notification shall remain suspended or that all or any of the 
rights, privileges , obligations and liabilities accruing or arising there 
under before the said date, shall remain suspended or shall be en 
forceable with such adaptations and in such manner as may be 
specified in the notification . 

(2 ) The notification made under sub -section (1 ) shall remain in force , 
in the first instance , for a period of one year but the duration of such 
notification may be extended from time to time by a further notification 
by a period not exceeding one year at a time: 

Provided that no such notification shall , in any case , remain in force 
after the expiry of three years from the commencement of this 
Act. 

(3 ) Any notification made under sub -section ( 1) shall have effect 
notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in any other law , 
agreement or instrument or any decree or order of a court, tribunal, officer 
or other authority or of any submission , settlement or standing order . 

(4 ) Any remedy for the enforcement of any right, privilege, obli 
gation or liability referred to in clause (b ) of sub - section ( 1) and sus 
pended or modified and all proceedings relating thereto pending before 
any court, tribunal, officer or other authority shall accordingly remain 
stayed or be continued subject to such adaptations ; so , however , that 
on the notification ceasing to have effect 


(a ) any right, privilege , obligation or liability 50 remaining 
suspended or modified shall become revived and enforceable as if 
the notification had never been made ; 

(b ) any proceeding so remaining stayed shall be proceeded 
with subject to the provisions of any law which may be then in 
force , from the stage which had been reached when the proceeding 
became stayed .

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(5 ) In computing the period of limitation for the enforcement of 
any right, privilege, obligation or liability referred to in clause (6 ) of 
sub -section ( 1) , the period during which it or the remedy for the 
enforcement thereof remained suspended shall be excluded .

11. (1) If the Central Government is satisfied , after such inquiry 
as it may think proper, that any contract or agreement entered into at

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(e ) fails , without any reasonable excuse , to furnish information

to two years, or with fine which may extend to ten thousand rupees , or 
with both . 


( 2 ) No court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable under 
this section except with the previous sanction of the Central Govern 
ment or an officer authorised by that Government in this behalf. 


15 . ( 1 ) Where an offence under this Act has been committed by a Ottences 
company, every person who , at the time the offence was committed , by 
was in charge of, and was responsible to , the company for the conduct companies, 
of the business of the company as well as the company, shall be deemed 
to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly : 


Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due 
diligence to prevent the commission of such offence. 


(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1) , where 
an offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or con 
nivance of, or is attributable to , any neglect on the part of any director , 
manager , secretary or other officer of the company, such director , mana 
ger , secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence 
and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly , 


Explanation . - For the purposes of this section , --- 


( a ) " company" means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals ; and 


(6 ) " director ”, in relation to a firm , means a partner in the firm .

(2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act 
shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made , before each House 
of Parliament while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which 
may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, 
and if , before the expiry of the session immediately following the session 
or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not 
be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form 
or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , however, that any such modi 
fication or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of any 
thing previously done under that rule .
